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The Right To Vote 

Nowadays you don't have to be a political scien¬ 
tist to understand the value o( the democratic bal¬ 
lot You don’t have to so any further than the daily 
newspaper to find out what a scarce commodity the 
true, democratic ballot has become in th£ world, and 
what value we. should place on it The heart ot 
Democracy is the free vote, and only when you 
find voters going to the polls without fear and 
casting their ballots without coercion do you have 
true Democracy. 

There are a lot /of alien and evil political systems 


today which try to cloak themselves with the sac¬ 
red name of Democracy. But not ane of those sys¬ 
tems allows its citizens to do what the citizen of a 
Democracy takes for granted—te cast a secret bal¬ 
lot for a freely nominated candidate. In fact many 
citizens of our Democracy take their franchise so 
much for granted that they seem to consider it a 
God-given right Some of them think so little of 
this privilege that they will not even bother to go 
to the polls to vote. In the last federal geheral el¬ 
ection in Canada—in 1945—there were more than 
a million and a half Canadians who, having the 
right to vote, failed to take advantage of this right 
—which is also a responsibility. 

Yet at this very moment there are, in certain un¬ 
happy countries, people who are scheming, risking 
death and tort are with but one idea in mind—the 
restoration or attainment of free elections, the 
secret ballot, the right of every man to vote for 
his freely chosen candidate." 

On the sturdy foundation of free elections is built 
up the whole fabric of our democratic system—our 
free press, our freedom of speech and of religion, 
our right to work and to live as we wilt It is a 
rare privilege.

We have 
a duty which must be accepted If we are to keep 
our Democracy strong and vital. These rights of 
ours are well worth guarding

It 
consists of searching through the 
library for geological and mining 
reports on the mining area, study 
of catalogues for needed equip, 
ment and supplies, restudying of 
lecture notes and textbooks on 
courses in mathematics, civil en¬ 
gineering, mining methods and 
others to get on with the design 
of the min? and surface structures 
and the finding out of costs of all 
sorts of equipment and services by 
whatever means are necessary. 

The student group is given a sup¬ 
ply of an actual ore and it is as. 
sumed that this ore comes from 
the mining property group. The 
ore is submitted to tests in the 
laboratory. The results of these 
tests are made the basis for de¬ 
signing a mill for treating the ore 
The students take hold of "the 
project" with keen interest. This 
is the sort of tyork that all their 
formal studies have been leading 
up to. Their summer work in the 
mining camps further whets their 


Organization and Administration 
Of University of Alberta 


out of the things mining engineers 
are expected to do. After gradua. 
tlon they can go to work in the 
mining camps intelligently and 
fearlessly and become as experi. 
enced as their abilities and oppor¬ 
tunities allow. 

At the University of Alberta the 
Mining Engineering students in 
their final year are divided into 
groups of about five. Each group 
is given a mining property or pro. 
spect in an actual mining area. It 
may De a coal,' 1 gold or base metal 
property depending oit the inter, 
ests of the students. Some of the 
group probably have put in a 
summer’s Work in the mining area. 
AU have worked in some mining 
camp and can visualize readily the 
property that has been assigned to 
them. They prospect the property 
• and find mineralization in some 
location on it. They sample the 
vein and analyses of samples show 
certain vplues. Diamond drilling is 
done and an ore body is found and 
outlined. A mine, including both 
surface structure and underground 
workings, is designed. Costs for all 
stages of development are .worked 
out and the prpilt to be expected 
from the entire project is estim. 


MINING ENGINEERING 
STUDENTS DEVELOP MINES 
ON THE CAMPUS 

How can Mining Engineering 
students have mining properties 
and mines with which to study 
lheir profession during their 
course at the university? Univer. 
sity of Alberta students manage to 
get theitf with the help of imag. 
ination plu3 summer work in the 
raining camps. 

Mining engineers in actual life 
do many things. They examine, 
prospects and report on their val¬ 
ue. They decide what sort of a 
mine is the best for getting at an 
ore body. They sink shafts into 
ore, drive tunnels through it and 
bring the. ore to the surface. They 
build and operate mills to handle 
the mined ore .and to rid it of 
'worthless material. They -estimate 
the cost of all these operations be. 
fore they are undertaken as well 
as profits and advise against the 
project unless there is reasonable 
chance to make money. 

Mining engineering students go 
to university to learn to do these 
things. The university cannot 
make experienced engineers out of 
them. But it can take all mystry

Kerry Wood, naturalist of Red Deer, describ¬ 
es the Magpie as the most clever and one of 
the most beautiful members of the Carvidae 
bird family. But, every fanner and sportsman 
is well aware of the tremendous toll these 
handsome bandits take in wild life, domestic 
fowl and livestock in Alberta. 

The magpie kills new-born caK'es, lambs and 
fawn by pecking out the eyes of these helpless 
animals. It eats and destroys countless thous¬ 
ands of game and song-bird eggs; they invade 
poultry yards to kill off young chicks and tur¬ 
key poults and even dine on hen’s eggs. An¬ 
other grisly habit of the magpie is to attack 
open sores on livestock, often enlarging the 
wound to such an extent to cause death.

There Is still too much "hors** 
and buggy days” thinking in Can¬ 
ada. such as the fallacy that any¬ 
body who can drive horses and 
pitch hay can farm successfully, 
and that any knowledge of the 
sciences on which soil manage¬ 
ment, crop production and animal 
husbandry are based is superflu¬ 
ous. 

Both urban and rural Canadians 
must take stock of such outmoded 
thinking and itp Influence on ag¬ 
ricultural policies'and future pro? 
grams. We are not permanent 
owners, but only - stewards of the 
land, to use during our lifetime. 
This does not give' us the privilege 
of despoiling the land or exploit¬ 
ing the soil for immediate gain. 

This is a matter of real concern 
for every thoughtful citizen as well 
as the farmer. No manufacturing 
business or industry which is forc¬ 
ed to use up its capital as well as 
its earnings to keep operating can 
long avoid bankruptcy. The econ¬ 
omic plight of the 1930 depression 
years had a tragic effect on agri¬ 
culture. Farmers were forced to 
"mine'’ the soil to preserve a bare 
existence. They did not have ad¬ 
equate finances to maintain the 
productivity of. their farms prop¬ 
erly. On top of this, two world 
wars have called for an abnormal 
farmland production which has 
taken a heavy toll of the natural 
fertility reserves in our soils. 
When the second World War was 
In progress, there were also short¬ 
ages of labour and machinery. , 
To be continued. 


cessful cultivation of most fruit 
plants, many flowering shrubs and 
a number of ornamental trees. The 
pruning of these plants is carried 
out for specific reasons;to remove 
unwanted branches or stems from 
fruit plants, to control form or 
amount of growth or blossom de¬ 
velopment of flowering shrubs, 
and to develop symmetrical, sing, 
lestem, specimen, ornamental trees. 
« Have these or other reasons a 
bearing on the successful manage¬ 
ment of shelterbelt trees? Gener. 
ally, the answer is NO, because the 
symmetry and development of the 
Individual trees forming a shelter, 
belt is not as important consider¬ 
ation. Blossoming is not an im. 
portant function of shelterbelt 
trees, 'and the more branches there 
are in a shelterbelt, the better pro. 
teotion will it provide. 

The value and desirability of a 
dense growth of branches is per¬ 
haps best illustrated in natural 
groves of trees or shrubs found 
growing under prairie conditions, 
sAys ’John Walker, Superintendent 
Forest Nursery Station, Indian 
Head, Sask. As long as they are 
left undisturbed, the majority 
remain in a healthy condition. 
Allow cattle to destroy the natural 
ground cover, Or let the fuel wood 
hunter remove the majority of the 
trees and soon changes which 
adversely affect .the vigour and 
growth of the trees take place. 

For example once thinning out 
or pruning is done, there is a 
more rapid drying out of the soil 
In summer; strong winds readily 
remove leaves and other vegetable 


matter that may lodge on the 
ground within the planting; weed 
\growth among the trees in winter, 
and snow near the trees melts 
more rapidly Jn spring. 

With shelterbelts established by 
man, there is distinct advantage In 
so managing them that their ap. 
pearance and development resem¬ 
ble the natural plantings as much 
as possible. A complete ground 
cover among the trees should be 
the aim. Cultivation close to the 
trees should be discontinued after 
3 or 4 years, and a natural weak, 
ening and loss of branches as the 
trees broaden out and gain height, 
may be looked for. Effective shelt¬ 
er as early as possible in the life of 
the shelterbelt, and for the long, 
est possible time, not the develop, 
ment of specimen trees or knotless 
lumber are the chief objectives in 
planting shelterbelts. 

In cultivation or discing opera, 
tions designed to keep margins of 
shelterbelts free of weeds and 
grass, outer branches which extend 
to the ground level should not be 
disturbed or injured more than Is 
absolutely necessary. The branches 
are valuable for providing shade 
from the sun. lessening the influ. 
cnce of ground winds, and the tips 
of them contain the most vigorous 
buds. ' 

Shelterbelts should J>e pruned 
only when a specific and valuable 
purpose can be served. Helpful ad¬ 
vice on pruning shelterbelt trees, 
is contained In a publication ob. 
tainable from Information Service, 
Dominion Department of Agricul. 
ture, Ottawa

What is ttie best marketing 

’£policy. They are as follows: 

■ The first point to keep 

in mind is that the first 
Wheat Board had as it’s 
primary function the mar¬ 
keting of Canadian grain, 
in the best Interest of the 
farmer. 

The FIRST Wheat 
Board Act was passed in 
1935. The first Wheat Board 
under the Act was in every 
respect a Board functioning 
in the best interest of the 
farmer. It was not an 
agency of the Government, 
or subject to Government 
dictation as to prices. 

The SECOND important 
point to remember is that in 
1947, by an Act of Parlia¬ 
ment the present Liberal 
Government- amended 
the Wheat Board Act and made the Wheat Board an Agency of the 
Government, not an agency of the Producer. 

The Government thus made the Wheat Board an agency, func¬ 
tioning not in- the primary interest of the Producers, but rather 
one which had to carry out the Government’s policy, even to selling 
the farmers’ grain for less than the Wheat Board could have sold It. 

The present Liberal Government thus provided that the Wheat 
Board teas to become the agent of the Government, instead of con¬ 
tinuing as it had been —» the agent of the grain producers. 

The actual amendments incorporated into the provisions of the 
Wheat Board Act, in order to make this change, read as folowa; 

(1 quote from the Statutory Amendment) — 

“4 (2) The Board is for all purposes an agent of His Majesty 
>in the right of Canada and lt’a powers under this Act may be 
exercised by It only as an agency of His Majesty In the said 
right; 

(3) The Board .... shall possess the following powers: 
\ (J) To act as agents for er on behalf of any Minister or 

agent of His Majesty in right of Canada, in respect of any 
operations that It may be directed to carry out by the Governor 
in Council,” 1 

The effect of these provisions in practice was that the Wheat 
Board was changed from being an agency of the Wheat Producers, 
charged with the responsibility for getting the best possible prices, 
to an agency of the Government which could use it, and did use 
it, and may still use if, to sell the farmers’ grain at less than the 
market price. In other words, the Liberal Government, in 1947, 
usurped the original power of the Wheat Board, which was to 
market the farmers’ products in the farmers’ interests, and It took 
power to make the Board carry out certain Government policies, 
which were not in the best Interests of the farmers. 

The THIRD fact to keep in mind Is that the Government then 
proceeded to exercise it’s new powers and to use the Wheat Board, 
nof in the interest of the primary producer, but in the interest of 
the Government itself. The Government having Interfered with the 
Board's policies in 1946, forced the. Board to deliver 600,000,000 
bushels of the farmers’ wheat to the British Government, over a 
four-year period, at an average of some 67c a bushel less than the 
Wheat Board got for the balance of the farmers' crops all those 
yeart. In other words, the Government, by this Interference with 
the Wheat Board, lost to the farmers of Western Canada $400,000,- 
000 00 in that one big gamble with the farmers' grain. 

In addition to this, the Government also forced the Wheat 
Board- to sell scores of millions of bushels of wheat tcvmiUers for 
consumption in Canada at prices far below the prevailing prices. 
This meant further huge losses to Western Farmers. 

The FOURTH point to remember is that In 1948 the Govern¬ 
ment passed an Act to for ce_ avefy f armer who grows oats and 
barley to sell these products Hlrougn the Wheat Board only. In 
other words, it denied to every fanner the right to sell oats and 
barley In any other way. This Act waa to be proclaimed after 
the three Western Provinces passed complementary legislation. 
This has now been done and after August 1st the growers of oats 
and barley in Western Canada will be forced to sell their oats and 
barley through the Wheat Board only. 

The FIFTH point to keep In mind Is that In 1948 the organized 
farmers of Western Canada, speaking through the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture at it's annual convention, urged that the Wheat 
Board be restored to it’s original function — that of operating prim¬ 
arily in the interests of grain producats. This request was expressed 
In a resolution, which reeds as follows: 

"That such legislation (re oata and barley) be based upon 
the principles that the Wheat Board shall be an agency, operat¬ 


ing primarily for the benefit and in the interests of grain pro¬ 
ducers.” > 

The SIXTH fact to remember is that the above request of the 
organized producers was refused by the Government. The Board 
therefore still remains an agency of the Government and the Govern¬ 
ment insists that it remain so. The effect -of thia iS two-fold: 1st, 
the Government has left it’s amending legislation on' the Statute 
Books; and 2nd, in answer to a question in OitfHouse of Commons 
as to whether the Government intended to use the Board primarily 
in the interests pf the producers, the Minister of Trade and Com¬ 
merce, Mr. Howe, answered in the negative. His words are to be 
found in Hansard, page 1421, under date of March 14th„ 1949, as 
follows; ’ - * - 

" It is obvious that the Government of Canada cannot give 
any undertaking that it will become responsible for the market¬ 
ing of coarse grains, solely in the interests of the producer, and 
without regard to the interests of the consumer of these pro¬ 
ducts." 

\- In these two facts is found the official evidence of the Grtvern- 
ment’s refusal to comply with the request of the organized farmers 
to have the Wheat Board restored to it’s original function as a pro¬ 
ducers’ agency

GRAIN MARKETING — POLICY FOR THE FUTURE 

What, under all these circumstances, should be the marketing 
policies of the farmers of Western Canada for the days ahead’; 
What, under all these circumstances,' are the policies in which I 
believe ? - What, under all these circumstances are the stated poli 
cles of the Party of which 1 am a member ? They may be statec. 
very briefly, and they ought to be understood by every grower of 
grain in Western Canada. 

Our FIRST policy is to continue the Canadian Wheat Board as a 
permanent institution for the marketing of the farmers’ grain crops. 

Under no circumstances would the Board be disbanded by us. 
Our Party brought in this policy in the first’ place. Our Party has 
always favored it’s continuance, and it believes in it more today than 
ever before. 

Our SECOND policy is to continue the fight to force the Govern¬ 
ment to make the Wheat Board an agency which operates in the 
interest ofethe farmers, rather than a Government Agency, which 
has sold, and may again sell, the farmers’ grain at less than the 
Wheat Board can sell it for. 

Government Interference with the Wheat Board Is the greatest 
danger the farmer has to face. Complete emancipation of the Board 
from Government dictatorship is essential to it’s success In the 
future. 

Our THIRD policy In grain marketing is to leave entirely to the 
producers themselves the right to determine in what manner their 
grain shall be marketed. If the organized farmers, as a group, desire 
.by a satisfactory majority, that coarse grains be continued under the 
Wheat Board, their wishes are to be respected and acceded to. If, 
after some experience with this plan, they desire to change it, they 
would have the right to do so. 

Likewise, if the farmers desire to eliminate the futures market, 
it will be within their power to do so. In other words', the growers of 
grain in Western Canada may rest assured that the Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party will not force upon them any type of marketing that 
the fanners themselves do not want or do not approve. ' 

We believe in leaving to those who produce the nation's food the 
right to determine every aspect of the manner in whleh it shall be 
marketed. 

These three principles are basic in our policy on grain marketing. 
These three principles I personally support. These three principles 
the Party of which I am a member supports. These three principles 
the organized farmers of Western Canada have requested. I know 
of no better long-term policy for the producers of grain in Western 
Canada. 

In closing these remarks, let me give to every farmer my per¬ 
sonal assurance that, these principles, which all grain growers will 
recognize as being in their Interests, will continue to be our guide. 
They mark the most forward step ever'taken in the emancipation of 
the farmer from outside Interference in the marketing of his products. 

These three policies leave the farmers, as a group, free from 
the domination of both Government and politicians’ who have sold, 
and may sell again, the farmers’ grain at less than It ia worth. These 
three policies remove the farmers from any undue domination by the 
Grain Trade, which many farmers feel has had too great a say aa to 
how their grain should be marketed. These policies: Marketing 
without interference by Governments and Politicians, and without 
domination by the Grain Trade, should mark a long step forward in 
the farmers' marketing program. 

The policies I have outlined, I do not need to point out are in 
complete agreement with the principles discussed and approved 
at our National Convention of last October. 

I trust these three policies will meet with the widespread support 
they deserve from all grain growers, wherever they may live In 
Western Canada.

(Continued from Front Page) 
must come before the ills can be 
remedied. It is true that Social 
Credit has fiot made the Dominion 
wide progress that had been hoped 
.because of the upset of war con¬ 
ditions. The Social Credit policy is 
best operative *n normal times. 
The belief is that -the country 
should be encouraged to produce 
abundance of goods, but in actual 
operation the available spending 
money in the country is never eq¬ 
ual to the productive capacity. 
There are thus surpluses piling 
up disastrously in depression time. 
Social Credit would issue freely 
to the consuming end of the pub¬ 
lic an additional amount of money 
so that the goods.produced can be 
bought. 

"In time 'kUF war however, the 
sending power is high but most 
of the production is for war and 
not generally consumable. So the 
amount of goods that could be 
bought was small, while the am¬ 
ount of money was up. To offset 
this money surplus price controls 
were set. also heavy income tax 
and huge loans and rationed goods. 
Because there was more money 
than consumable goods in the 
country. th<# Social Credit philos¬ 
ophy of equating spending power 
with production did not make a 
great impression.” 

But as indication that the belief 
was making headway he said there 
were actually more S.C. members 
in Quetoc under the name of 
"Union of Electors" thaif in all Al¬ 
berta.

Generally speaking, a commun¬ 
ity takes in a group of homes and 
the organizations and agencies re¬ 
quired to serve the families living 
in those homes. Thus we have a 
school, a recreational centre, pos¬ 
sibly a theatre, and a shopping 
centre. Under ideal circumstances, 
in a progressive, forward-looking 
municipality, such a community is 
planned to give the utmost pieaure 
and be of the maximum efficiency 
to the residents. Architecture may 
vary as to line and form, but there 
will be a conformity as to style. 
Houses are spaced to give plenty 
of freedom. Building lots are not 
of uniform size and shape, thus 
lending a variety which is pleasing 
to the eye and perrrtitting of im¬ 
aginative landscaping and the in¬ 
troduction of distictive gardening 
features in individual dwellings. A 
planned community of this type 
while it would seem to be an i- 
dealistic dream, is an actual fact. 
It is beginning to replace the 


short-term thinking of yester-year 
which produced the slums of to¬ 
day. It is a progressive step which 
cannot but produce a beautiful 
community. t 

Still, it is not the gpod fortune 
of the majority to live in such 
communities, but with the "ideal" 
as a yardstick perhaps we can pro¬ 
mote improvements in our own 
communities which will make 
them better, happier, more effi¬ 
cient places in which to live. 

The heart of a community would 
seem to be the shopping centre. It 
is the responsibility of the local 
merchants to make it as pleasing a 
district as possible. New store 
fronts may be too costly to consid¬ 
er, but a little paint can do much 
to Improve the outwartT appear¬ 
ance. Inwardly, a store can be as 
streamlined as tomorrow, as pleas¬ 
ing and convenient a place to shop 
as the proprietor desires. Careful 
attendance to display materials 
and avoidance of overcrowding on 
shelves and in showcases will do 
much to step up visual appeal and 
improve appearance. Lighting is an 
important feature of the modern 
store that should not be overlook¬ 
ed. And courtesy, which is one of 
the greatest atrlbutes a merchant

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PLAN BIG HIGHWAY 
PROGRAM THIS YEAR 

Extensive grading and gravel¬ 
ling ol main and secondary high¬ 
ways is on this year’s program for 
the provincial public works depart¬ 
ment, according to information re¬ 
ceived by officials of the AlbertA 
Motor Association. Total mileage 
involved is 1,200 miles. 

One of the major items is $3, 
665,000 for grading «f 425 mil»s 
of main and secondary roads. 

The program also provides for 
first course gravelling of 436 miles 
of main and secondary highways. 
There also is.provision for replace¬ 
ment gravelling of considerable 
mileage. 

The projects to be undertaken in 
the current year also include as¬ 
phaltic or hard surfacing of 663 
miles of main highways. More than 
i00 miles will be given a “seal 
coat” which is a final stage in this 
type of surfacing. 

On the whole, a big program of 
road improvements will be under¬ 
taken in all parts of the province 
as the provincial authorities pre¬ 
pare for still heavier traffic de¬ 
mands this year. 


was quite evident that much of 
the livestock of western Canada 
suffers from malutrltion 
but it was equally evident that 
much of this could be prevented 
by feeding according to knowledge 
already available. In other words 
its the old story that most of us 
for some reason or other, don’t 
feed as well as we know how. This 
does not mean that there are no 
nutrition problems that require 
study by the Laboratory but it 
does indicate that poor feeding 
rather than poor feed is the main 
practical problem at present. 

However in an area as vast and 
varied as western Canada there 
ai% bound to be differences in the 
nutritive value of feeds pro¬ 
duced. Not only general difference 
but specific deficiencies may devel¬ 
op such as deficiencies of iodine 
and colbalt. Likewise with new 
crops coming into production, new 
sources of livestock feed may de¬ 
velop. Their economical U9e in the 
liye stock program can be of great 
value as indicated by the utilizat¬ 
ion of crop by-products such as 
sugar beet tops, beet pulp, and 
canning-pea vine ensilage in the 
rations of cattle and sheep,

THE ANIMAL NUTRITION 
LABORATORY 

The proper feeding of livestock 
is of great •economic importance 
to all live stock producers. Over 
the years a large fund of inform¬ 
ation has been built up regarding 
proper feeding but as new devel¬ 
opments take , place in crop and 
livestock production, as our older 
farming areas become depleted of 
fertility, and as new agricultural 
lands are opened up, new feeding 
problems arise. In order to assist 
in the solution of these problems 
a new Animal Nutrition Labora¬ 
tory has been established as part 
of the Experimental Station at 
Lethbi idge.
